For this largest two-day show in the 

country, Alien Rosa will serve as manager 
and announcer. Judges will be George W. 
Jayne of Illnois, for Tmnters, jumperg and 
bunt seat; Russell B. Franklin, Fresno, 
western and stock seat; and Bill Wyse, 
Ventura, saddle and walking horses, sad­ 
dle seat, and ponies.

The All Junior Show on Saturday, open 
to riders under the age of 18 years, will in­ 
clude three American Horse Show Asso­ 
ciation medal classes among twenty classes. 
Winners of the medal classes, provided 
they have won one additional medal within 
the year, are eligible to enter competition 
in the national finals in the fall. The AHSA 
Hunt Seat medal was won by Miss Lark 
Ellison of Rolling Hills last year. The Sad­ 
dle Seat Medal Class went to Keith 
Schramm of Pasadena and Virginia Haley 
of Ventura took first place in the stock 
seat medal class.
